All avenues and strects in the main 
sections of the town are lined with 
trees which have been supplied by 
the C.P.R. Nurseries at Brooks, They 
bave made wonderful growth and are 
showing up very green, changing the 
entire aspect of the Town of Glei- 
chen. Most marvelous gardens are 
being established in the residential 
sections; lawns and boulevards are 
being seeded to grass presenting a 
wonderful green aspect and in look- 
ing at various gardens, flowers are 
seen everywhere; perennials as well 
“as annuals have been introduced where 
before it was almost impossible to 
cultivate any but the most drowth re- 
sisting flowers known. Lilac trees 
have never bloomed in the history of 
the town of Gleichen as they have 
during the past spring season. Peo- 
nies and roses are blooming to pro- 
fusion and with much more vivid 
appearance than during the dry re- 
sume experienced previcus to the ir- 
rigation. Vegetable gardens have 
been brought along under the most 
ijfeal conditions; as with plenty of 

“water and_plenty of. sunshine 
vegetables seemed to spring up almost 
over night. There is’ certainly\no 
doubt in the minds of the citizens 
of Gleichen as to the good judgement 
used when irigation was voted for 
100 per cent without one dissenting 
vote being registered. 

It is with great pride that the 
Gleichen Board of Trade is consider- 
ing the result of its special effort 
in this case, for after all it was at the 
instigation of the Board of Trade 
circulating a petition that this most 
modern and most up-to-date system 
of pipe pressure irrigation has come 
to be an established fact in the town, 


CROPS BENEFITED 
BY RECENT 
HEAVY SHOWERS 


Prospects For a “a Bumper Crop is 
Promising This Year 


Exceedingly hcavy showers have 
swept over the Gleichen district during 
the past week. On an average prac- 
tically an inch of moisture nas again 
fallen over the district. Crops have 
benefitzd greatly from the intermit- 
tent showers alternating with hot 
summer days. Crops are well advanc- 
ed and should present conditions con- 
tinue to prevail, there is no reason 
why harvest should not be as carly 
as usual. In spite of the heavy grow- 
th of weeds all crops are progress- 
ing wonderfully well and promise 
abundant yield. 

The acreage sown to wheat in the 
Glzichen district is estimated to be 
near the mark compared to average 
years. A great deal of barley and 
cats has also been seeded and consider- 
ing that during the past few years 
tractors have been largely used and 
very little feed has been required local- 
ly indications are that many of the 
coarse grains are being grown for 
the purpose of substituting the horse- 
es Inrgely again to the tractors. 

Fodder crops are alsy promising 
abundant retiwes: mawers ave plverdy 
heard clicking in various parts of the 
country and a great deal of tame hay, 
alfalfa, etc. will be cut within the 
next ten days. The rang? appears 
very green and horses as well as 
cattle and sheep are doing well, 
Gardens generally speaking are better 
than they have been for nearly 30 
years, Rains seem to have fallen

WEEDS INFEST 
THE COUNTRY 


Weed Growth Creating Menace to 
Crop; Requires Wholesale Efforts to 
Combat 


In travelling through the country, 
the most alarming sight in an other- 
wise pleasing prospect, is the preval- 
ence of stink weed. It has apparent- 
ly taken possession of many fields 
and its blight is on the majority of 
farms, 

It is going to drain fertility and 
moisture from the soil, robbing the 
wheat of what it requires. Added to 
this is the added expense at thresh- 
ing time, of harvesting an abundant 
crop of stink weed seed, 

The menace this year appears to 
be much greater than in past years. 
It is noticeable that while some far- 
mers have put up a atiff and fairly 
successful battle against the spread 
of the weed, other farmers adjacent, 
are over-run, 

The roadways also are overgrown 
with ‘weeds, This creates a most dis- 
couraging situation for the “clean” 
farmer. 

The war on weeds is no individual 
efforts, and conducted as such is futils 
and discouraging. There is little use 
one farmer attempting to keep his 
land clean if ‘neighbor’s land and 
highways are studded with weeds, 

From time to time weed killers 
have been put on the market, and ex- 
perimentation is going on continually. 
Last year a weed killer was demon- 
strated in this district, with apparent 
success. It was one of the Trail 
Smelter products and could be ap- 
plied from a blower. On the Ameri- 
can side, weed killers are applied 
through use of airplanes, which cov- 
ers a tremendous area in one day. 
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Gleichen’s famous bathing pool is lo- 
cated, swim, and plunge in the cool 
water all they wish, free of charge. 
There is plenty of dressing room 
accommodation for members of 
both sexes. In this pool the many 
different water sports, that are billed 
to take place, will be staged. :

Motion Pictures For Home 


Remarkable Development In Talkie 
Projection Is Reported 

Sound motion pictures for the 
home, classroom and small audiences 
Generally have been practically real- 
ized and can be expected on the open 
market soon. 

This was indicated by the demon- 
stration of three systems of “talkie” 
projection, using the small-sized milli. 
meter film that has become standard 
for home projection of silent motion 
pictures, before a meeting here of the 
Society of Motion Picture Engineers, 

One of the systems uses phono- 
Graph records synchronized with the 
film; the other two have the sound 
record incorporated in the film itself 
@s light-and-dark bands, through 
which a pencil of light is passed to 
play upon a photoelectric cell and 
translate light fluctuations into sound 
waves, One of these two systems has 
revived the selenium cell, pioneer 
Photoelectric device, but improved 
now to such a point that its perform- 
ance seems to be superior to the larg- 
er and more elaborate cells of the po- 
tassium and cassium type.

Contract Bridge 


By Hamlin B. Hatch, Olympic Cham- 
plon, Cavendish Club, Toronto 

In my last article the salient fea- 
tures of the Approach-Forcing Sys- 
tem were given. Today I will review 
the Official System. This system was 
devised by the united efforts of sever- 
al bridge experts to remedy what 
they considered were defects in the 
Approach-Forcing System. Added to 
this was the idea that the convention- 
al part of the game could be made 
easier for the average player. 

The Official System differs from the 
Approach-Forcing System only 
slightly. The chief differences are 
noted below. 

ist. The Opening Bid of One. 

In the Official System the opening 
bid of one is made on a hand contain- 
ing from two to three and one-half 
quick tricks, and guarantees that in 
the declared suit the bidding hand 
will take from four to five tricks. This 
is practically the same as the mini- 
mum opening bid of one in the Ap- 
proach-Forcing System, 

2nd. The Opening Bid of Two. 

The opening bid of two is made on 
ahand containing from three and 
one-half to six honor tricks and guar- 
antees that in the declared suit the 
hand will take at least six tricks. The 
bid is called the intermediate two bid 
and this declaration constitutes the 
chief difference between the Approach- 
Forcing and Official Systems. This 
two bid does not demand a response 
if partner’s hand contains one honor 
trick or strong distributional values. 
It 1s true that on certain types of 
hands this bid gives good results but 
opponents of this bid maintain that it 
gives too much information to the op- 
posing side and therefore tends to 
nullify the chance of making penalty 
doubles. 
experts that its disadvantages out- 
weigh its advantages. On the other 
hand it gives precision of information 
to one’s partner and amongst aver- 
age players this precision of informa- 
tion is a very valuable asset. But if 
it is conceded that the present day 
game of contract is a battle of wits, 
with the main battle being fought be- 
fore the cards go on the table, then 
it is logical to think that the use of 
any bidding method which gives too 
much information to the opposing 
side is bad strategy if not bad con- 
tract. Personally I am of the opinion 
that applied to certain types of hands, 
the bid is valuable but I do not think 
this certain type of hand comes often 
enough to warrant 
this bid in any system. For on the 
average it may be said that in the 
Official System over eighty per cent. 
of the opening bids are bids of one. 

The opening bid of three in the 
Official System is similar in its appli- 
cation to the opening bid of two in 
the Approach-Forcing System. It is a 
demand bid and guarantees game for 
the particular deal in which it is 
made, 

Except then for the variations in 
the opening bid convention, the. OM- 
cial and the Approach-Forcing Sys- 
tems are practically aligned. The 
Jump-Shift bids are forcing in both 
systems and methods of overcalling 
used are alike, The weak no trump 
response by partner to an opening 
bid of one is identical in both sys- 
tems. The no trump original bid is 
used more frequently in the Official 
System than in the Approach-Forcing 
simply because the bids made on four 
card suits in the Official System must 
have a stronger honor trick four card 
suit than is required by the Approach 
Forcing. 

However, both systems are easy to 
play and it is not a hard matter for 
any player to familiarize himself 
thoroughly with the salient differenc- 
es between them, so that he can play 
whichever system his partner desires 
him to play.

Another Theory About Sleep 


Famous London Doctors Claim Six 
Hours Wnough For Average 
Person 

Children are being trained to sleep 
less on the advice of famous London 
doctors, 

It is claimed that this wil add an 
average of eight years to the work- 
ing life, and result in a more alert 
manhood and womanhood. 

The doctors suggest that six hours’ 
sleep is sufficient, but the training 
should not begin till a child reaches 
ten years of age and should not be 
attempted by adults. 

A specialist said: ‘When a child is 
ten the parents should cut his nightly 
sleep down to eight hours, gradually 
reducing it to six. 

“It is important that the child must 
be made to get up as soon as it 
wakes. There must be no lingering in 
bed or dozing. 

“When the child grows up his sys- 
tem will have become accustomed to 
a six-hour sleep, and his children, in 
their turn, will take quite naturally 
to the short sleep. I never sleep more 
than five or six hours a night, and 
neither did my father. 

“Modern life for the intelligent per- 
son is so full, so active, that he needs 
more time. 

“Taking the span of life as 70 
years, the man who lives by the gen- 
erally accepted rule of eight hours’ 
sleep a night sleeps 23 years of his 
life. 

“If he can adapt himself to the 
pace of modern civilization by sleep- 
ing only six hours he adds eight 
years to his life. But six hours’ 
sleep is absolutely essential. 

“Many people sleep too much. 
There is no harm in it, but they are 
wasting themselves.” 

Among the famous people who 
sleep only six hours.a night are H.H. 
the Prince Aga Khan, Lady Oxford, 
Lord Reading, and Sir John Simon. 
The Prime Minister goes to bed late 
and is up early, Arnold Bennett and 
Lord Birkenhead were both six-hour 
men, while’ Napoleon, Dr. Graham 
Bell, the inventor of the telephone, 
and Edison found four hours suffi- 
cient. 

Another doctor said: ‘At the same 
time there is a great deal of under- 
sleeping that is definitely unhealthy. 

“Worry and an over-stimulated 
brain are causing many people to 
have less sleep than they should. The 
worst menace at the moment is 
bridge. 

“People who play a lot of bridge lie 
awake for hours playing the hands 
over again and thinking about the 
same, ‘ 

“As a result their mind and body 
do not have the necessary rest, and 
a breakdown in health is inevitable.” 


Old Instrument Improved 


Doctors Can Now Detect 
Diseases Much Earlier 
Physicians will be better able to 
diagnose certain diseases of the eye 
and to discover hardening of the ar- 
|teries with the aid of a new instru- 
ment which was demonstrated re- 
cently.® 
By applying certain principles used 
in modern microscopes to give sharp- 
er images, Dr. Friedenwald, of Balti- 
more, was able to develop this im- 
provement on the instrument which is 
called the opthalmoscope and which 
was originally invented by Helmholtz, 
seventy-five years ago. This instru- 
ment enables physicians to see the 
back of the eye, and with the new 
improved model they can now see 
much earlier stages of disease and 
much earlier changes in the blood 
veasels, The difference between the 
new instrument and the old is much 
like the difference between using the 
high power and the low power lenses

Queen Victoria’s Letters 

Published In London 

Name Of Former German Kaiser 
Occuptes Prominent Place 

The final volume of Queen Victoria's 
letters, covering the last five years 
of her life, has been published in 
London, England, disclosing that she 
once wrote “It wouldn't do” to give 
former Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany 
“a good snub.” 

The letters revealed that the last 
years of the octogenarian sovereign 
were marked among other things, by 
less caustic criticism of national and 
international events. 

The name of the former kaiser 
occupies a prominent place in the 
letters, in which the late queen is 
revealed as an advocate of forbear- 
ance when his doings aroused hostil- 
ity. 

This was particularly noticeable at 
the time of the Boer War when the 
kaiser sent a telegram to President 
Krueger of the Transvaal in South 
Africa, which excited indignation on 
the part of the British nation, Queen 
Victoria shared in the indignation, 
but kept her restraint. 

“It wouldn't do,” she wrote, ‘to 
give him a good snub. Sharp, cutting 
answers and remarks only irritate 
and do harm, and in sovereigns and 
princes should most carefully be 
guarded against. 

“William's faults come from im- 
petuousness, as well as conceit, and 
calmness and firmness are the most 
powerful weapons in such cases.” 

The latest letters furnish evidence 
of a weariness and longing for rest, 
but a sense of duty prevailed over 
that weariness, and up to within a 
few days of her death she signed 
documents and attended to business.

Urgent Problems Of 


Agriculture 


Studied By 


National ResearchCouncil 


Ottawa, Ont.—For the purpose of 
considering and advising upon the 
solution of urgent problems of agri- 
culture in all the major divisions of' 
Canada—the Maritimes, Quebec and 
Ontario, the Prairies and British Col- 
umbia—the newly-formed national 
advisory committee on agriculture of 
the National Research Council met 
here. 

Dr. H. M. Tory, president of the} 
council, stressed the need of co-oper- | 
ation and co-ordination in working | 
out national problems. Accomplish- | 
ments of Canadian research organiz- 
ations working in co-operation during 
recent years were outlined before the 
committee, 

Dr. Robert Newton, acting director 
of the division of biology and agri- 
culture, recounted the enormous pro- 
@ress made in the last decade, 
through research organizations work. 
ing in co-operation. 

The prospect of having rust-resist- 
ant wheat in the prairie provinces, 
free from other diseases and of high 
milling and baking quality, within 10 
years of the organization of the com- 
mittee which brought all agencies to- 
gether on a common programme, he 
described as a scientific accomplish- 
ment of the first magnitude. 

He stated that _ rust-resistant | 

varieties of wheat from all the agen- 
cies which developed them have been 
pooled for final test. Those sclected 
fre being tried out at numerous 
points, and the resulting grain is to 
be studied by laboratories of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
and the three provincial universities 
in the west. 
* The grain research committee since 
its inception has undertaken several 
major special investigations. Dr. 
Newton said there was now in press 
the final report on the investigation 
of the drying of grain “which should 
clear up all points likely to arise.” 
Before the end of the year the com. 
mittee expects to publish a report of 
frost injury to grain, the result of 
work which included artificial frost- 
ing of grain at the University of Al. 
berta and a study of the consequences 
in the laboratories of the three prai- 
rie universities. 

Numerous complaints regarding the 
effect of the combine method of har- 
vesting on grain have resulted in the! 
{inauguration of an elaborate investi- 
gation. Some years ago the commit- 
tee began an investigation of the 
quality of the numerous varieties of 
wheat grown in the west. The in- 
formation obtained was of great 
value to the committee in making its 
recommendations on the grading of 
Garnet wheat. ‘There is now avail- 
able,” Dr, Newton said, ‘an authori- 
tative classification of the leading 
varieties and there is no reason why 
inferior varieties need further be 
grown.” 

“If we cannot carry things beyond 
the range of other people there is no 
justification for our existence,” Dr. 
Newton declared in outlining the pro- 
jected program of his division. Stud- 
fes in agriculture to be undertaken in 
the new laboratories are to be fun- 
damental in character and of such a 
nature that they cannot be undertak- 
en elsewhere in Canada, 

Referring to Canada's most import- 
ant agricultural product, wheat, and 
in particular to the suggestion that 
carotin (one of its constituents which 
gives a yellow color to flour if not 
bleached out) may be associated with 
the vitamin value of the flour, Dr. 
Newton said: “If there is anything to 
be found out, either for or against our 
grain, Canada should find out about it 
first.” 

The advisory committee adjourned 
to meet again in November at the 
time of the royal winter fair in Tor- 
onto.

New Stamp Issue | 


Postage Stamps To Commemorate 
Imperial Conference 
Ottawa, Ont.—Commemorative post- 
age stamps will be issued in connec- 
tion with the Imperial Conference. 
Announcement to this effect was 
made from the office of Prime Minis- 

ter R. B, Bennett. 

The statement reads: 

“Authority has been given for the 
issue of three commemorative post- 
age stamps in connection with the 
Imperial Conference to be held in 
Ottawa next month. 

“These stamps will be in the de- 
nominations of three, five and 13 
cents. 

“The three-cent stamp will bear a 
portrait of the king; the five-cent 
stamp of the Prince of Wales; and 
the 13-cent will be a double-sized pic- 
torial stamp. 

“These stamps are now in course 
of preparation, and will be issued on 
a date to be set after manufacture 
has been completed. 

“There will also be an issue of over- 
printed air mail stamps for the con- 
ference, these stamps being the cur- 
rent five-cent issue of air mail stamps, 
over-printed six cents, together with 
other printed stamps relating to the 
Imperial Conference. 

“The denominations in which these 
stamps will be issued will ensure their 
use on mail matter going to all parts 
of the Empire, as well as to many

‘Quebec Forest Fires 


Fears Expressed | That Prospectors 
May Be Trapped In Burning 
Bush 

Amos, Que.—Far in Quebec's hinter. 
land, forest fires are blazing across a 
wide area, Fears that some prospec- 
tors may be trapped in a country 
where there is little water to offer 
them safety are prevalent. Four 
buildings fell in flames as the fire 
spread into the little settlement of 
Taschereau, And fugitives from the 
district are telling a tragic story. The 
fire started several days ago near 
the Dome and Hollinger mines after 
settlers had been burning slash. 
Fanned by a 40-mile wind, the blaze 
had assumed huge proportions in a 
few minutes. It spread over miles of 
brush, 

Scorched heads and burned shirts 
were displayed as the settlers rushed 
down water-courses and dropped into 
creeks to avoid the flames. The 
Abaska Lake and Bell River provided 
sanctuary for them after a hurried 
scramble through slash and muskeg. 

Miles inland, far from safety, many 
prospectors were working. There are 
few lakes there. Whether they man- 
aged to outdistance the flames is pro- 
blematical. No search can be conduct- 
ed until the fire moderates.

More Funds 


Beauharnois Project 


Montreal, Que.—If the Beauharnois 
power undertaking is to be carried to 
& successful conclusion and contracts 
for power delivery met within stipu- 
lated periods, further substantial 
amounts of money must be raised, the 
yice-president, Arthur F. White, told 
the second annual general meeting of 
shareholders of Beauharnois Power 
Corporation here. 

The condition of the financial mar- 
ket has made new financing extreme- 
ly difficult, and since the exhaustion 
of the initial bond issue proceeds, the 
corporation has relied on bank loans, 
the securing of which had been facili- 
tated by the Dominion Government, 
Mr, White said. These. loans, he 
stated, total about $16,000,000. _ For 
the balance of 19382 approximately 
$6,500,000 will be required, and re- 
quirements for the period 1983-37 will 
total about $9,500,000—a grand total 
of $32,500,000. 

Members of the board, continued 
Mr, White, recognize that any plan 
of reorganization is dependent on 
further governmental assistance, and 
the government has intimated that it 
desires the collateral trust bondhold- 
ers to take the necessary steps to 
form a representative committee be- 
fore it can act to facilitate additional 
financing.

Empire Trade 
We Import More Than Three Times 
As Much From Foreign Countries 
As From Britain 

Ottawa, Ont.—Canada, in the 
month of April imported more than 
three times the merchandise from for- 
eign countries that she purchased 
from British Empire countries, ac- 
cording to a report issued recently by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
The imports from foreign countries 
were valued at $23,340,562, and from 
British countries $6,453,734. 

Canada sold in April, less than ° 
twice the goods to foreign countries 
that she did to British Empire coun- 
tries. The exports to foreign coun- 


tries totalled $17,534,426 and to Bri- 
tish countries, $9,441,330. 


Italy Bans Foreign Wheat 


More Rigid Reatrictions Are To Be 
Placed On Importations 

Rome, Italy.—Rigid restrictions on 
the use of foreign wheat in Italy will 
become effective again next month, 
when millers will be required to use 
95 per cent. of domestic wheat in the 
mixing of their flour, the government 
announced Thursday, June 9. 

July 7 was fixed by decree as the 
date for enforcement of the order in 
southern Italy and the Province of 
Lazio. It will become effective in 
northern and central Italy on July 
15. 

Similar restrictions, imposed last 
year, were lightened gradually in the 
last few months. 


No United Ireland 


North Would Never Be a Party To 
Separation From Britain 

London, England.—Reports in Lon- 
don that present negotiations between 
| the Free State and Britain would be 
; widened*on the Free State side, by 
| attempts to re-open the question of 
union between the Free State and 
Northern Ireland, met with a prompt 
rebuttal from Viscount Craigavon, 
Premier of Northern Ireland. 

Lord Craigavon said union was 
quite out of the question, “A long 
time ago,” he declared, “we in Ulster 
made up our minds that we have no 
change to make. I would never be a 
party to separation from Great Bri- 
tain or severance of the Imperial 
connection. . . . The present British 
Government and I see eye to eye.” 

Opinion here is that President de 
Valera proposes, if he has not indeed 
‘already done so, reference of the 
| whole dispute to either an Imperial or 
linternational tribunal: His bill for 

abolition of the oath, regarded by the 

| British Government as the root of the 
present differences, is deadlocked in 
the Irish senate, shorn of most of its 
teeth by an opposition majority. 


Trachoma Menace Serious 


Dread Eye Disease| Affects 10,000 
Indians In West 

Toronto, Ont.—Trachoma, eye dis- 
ease, which, unless stamped out in its 
early stages, leads to blindness, af- 
flicts approximately 10,000 of the In- 
dian population of western Canada, 
Capt, E. A. Baker, managing direc- 
tor of the Canadian National Institute 
for the Bl'nd, reported to the annual 
meeting of the institute here. 

Efforts made in co-operation with 
governments of the western provinces 
bringing to the attention of the Do- 
minion authorities the seriousness of 
the trachoma menace were described 
by Captain Baker. 

An increase in the number of blind 
in Canada and Newfoundland to 6,276 
from 5,755 was reported. The larg- 
est imcrease in any district was in 
Quebec,
